
As a fitting introduction to this new publication nothing 
be none suitable them to quote from Weldon Keald’s article on 
the subject, which appeared in tho Oct, '50 Southern Siorran. 
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"Southern Californians are lucky. Los Angelos and Vienna are 
tho only two cities of ovor a million population in tho entire world 
thj|t have great mountain r.an res at their doorsteps. High above the 
crowded, swoggy valleys, from Santa Barbara to San Diego, are running 
streams, green meadows, little tarns and forests where tho sun-filtered 
peace is broken only by tho sighing of tho pines. Maybe they aren’t 
the highest mountains In tho world, the grandest, or tho most beauti¬ 
ful - but they provide a nighty satisfying a sc ape hatch from tho 
tensions of modern living. 

For many years In my spare tine I headed for those high 
places. Although ^ore Interested in exploring Southom California’s 
exhilirntlng rooftops then In peakbagging, I found in 1946 that I had 
stood upon 100 summits ovor 5,000 ft. altitude between Tchachapl pass 
and tho Mexican border. The experience in doing so had been so grat¬ 
ifying that I suggested to a few follow Siorrans that mo start a 
"Hundred Peaks Game." The rule 3 were simple - reach tho top of 100 
Southern California mountains, 5,000’ or over, on foot, horseback, car, 
helicopter or levitation. They liked tho idoa, and for so notl Ing to 
aim at we prepared n list of ell 188 named peaks In the Santa Barbara, 
Son Gabriel, San Bernardino, San Jacinto, San Diego and other smaller 
Southern California ranges. Among thoso wo were surprised that 13 
topped 10,000 ft. olovation. 

The Hundred P 0 aks gono conght on lnnodi atcly, and since thm 
an Increasing number of enthusiastic Sierra Club members have boon 
ferreting out remote roads, trails, canyons, and firebreaks to roach 
seldori-visited mountains to add to their collodion, all Hundred 
Poalters keep records and compare notes, and attaining the contuiy 
summit Is on occasion for congratulation ; nd celebration. It also 
mom s that tho distinctive blue-and-white cnnnol Hundred Porks emblem 
may be proudly displayed on hat or shirt. 

The" "Gone" was a popular Sierra Club activity with no offi¬ 
cial status until 1956, when it became a full-fledged section of tho 
Angeles Chapter, Then, bylaws were adopted, chairman and other offi¬ 
cers elected, and a definite purpose stated. This reads: "to en¬ 
courage the climbing of p3 rks throughout Southern California! to pre¬ 
serve records, history and other information of thoso porks; -nd to 
bring together those having this mutual Interest, peaks da all bo over 
5,000’, south of the Tehacbapi Pass and west of tho desert basins." A 
revised list of 212 named mountains was compiled rn d membership opened 
to all Siorrans who reach the top of any 25 of thorn. 


But vh atover tho Hundred Peaks Section may do In tho future, 
tbero isn't a doubt that It has already greatly stimulated appre¬ 
ciation of Southom California’s natural hcritngo. Up In the quiot, 
unspoiled sky-country, its members' 30 cm to have found an^antidote 
the fast-paced valleys below.

some far-distant wilderness renin, hr.rdto roach, but friendly, 
accosibio mountains which may bo visited in a day's round-trip 
their own garages.'
